Democratic Compromise 
Would Give Relief to 
Low-Income Group, 
Repeal Deduction on 
Stock Dividends.

WASHINGTON, March 10 ~— 
Opening what promises to be 
the bitterest political fight of 
the present session, the Senate 
today began debating a Demo- 
cratic proposal to give an in- 
come tax cut to the lowest 
bracket by increasing collec- 

tions from business groups. 


The main item in a “single 
package” proposal announced 
late yesterday by six Democratic 
members of the Senate Finance 
Committee provided for a $20 
rebate to the taxpayer and. $10 
for each dependent except his 
wife, provided the taxpayer does 
not avail himself of the present 
split-income privilege for hus- 
band and wife. As a general 
rule this would limit the re- 
lief to families with less than 
$5000 a year income. 

This item, it was estimated, 
would cost the Treasury $454,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 and $908,000,000, 
oo year beginning July 1, 


To Offset Loss. 


To recoup this loss, the Sen- 
ate Democratic leadership pro- 
posed the following: 

1. Extend the current cor- 
porate and excisé tax rates 
for two years and three 
months to July 1, 1957—one 
year and three months longer 
than asked for by the Eisen- 
hower Administration and ap- 
proved by the House and the 
Senate Finance Committee.

TAIPEI, Formosa, March 10 
(UP) — Nationalist intelligence 
sources reported today the Chi- 
nese Communists have moved a 
full Red air division of new 
MIG-17 jet fighters from Man- 
churia to the south China coast 
opposite Matsu and Quemoy. 


The MIG-17 is a later model of 
the battle-tested MIG-15 jet. It 
is reported to be equipped with 
new-type electronic gunsights 
and other modern equipment. 

Nationalist China’s newspa- 
pers acclaimed Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’s 
“strong” Asian policy speech but | 
launched new attacks on British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
and accused him of selling out 
the United States and the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

The Nationalist reports said 
the new air division of 75 planes 
had been moved from Chang- 
chun, Manchuria, into the Che- 
kiang-Kiangsu region of south 
China where the Communists 
have been reported building a 
cluster of jet air bases. 

The shift of airpower has ac- 
companied reported buildup of 
Communist fighting strength in 
the area during the lull in fight- 
ing in the Formosa strait.

BUENOS AIRES, March 10 
(UP)—Eleven penguins from the 


their permanent home in the 
United States, will leave here 
by plane Monday.

Government. officials who 
study Red China’s propaganda 
said this development is inter- 
esting, but not necessarily a 
sign the Reds are backing down. 
They said such outlets 4s the 
Peiping radio have been devot- 
ing much time to other current 
propaganda.

Congress. The amendment re- 
moved a bar against social se- 
curity coverage for persons al- 
ready enrolled in municipal 
retirement plans. 

Turned Down By Court. 

Some non-teaching employes 
of the St. Louis school system 
sought two years ago to be re- 
moved from the, retirement plan 
so they would be eligible for 
social security, but the Missodri 
Supreme Court «turned them 
down. The court held that all 
non-teaching employes must de- 
Sire exemption before it could 
be granted. 

If the school board decided to 
carry only social security, 
O’Brien said, it would reduce its 
contribution for each employe 
by an average of $16 a year. 
The board's present/yearly con- 
tribution to the retirement plan, 
on a maximum of the first $3000 
of salary, is $100. 

Its contribution to social se- 
curity coverage, on the same | 
amount of salary, would be $84 
a year, for an estimated saving | 
of $112,000 a year, he added. 

A bill authorizing cities, coun- 
ties and various municipal sub- | 
districts to establish public re- | 
creation systems and levy taxes | 
for their support was approved 
by the House. 

The measure, sponsored . by | 
Representative A. Clifford Jones | 
(Rep.), Clayton, would permit a 
maximum tax of 20 cents on, 
each $100 of assessed valuation | 
to operate recreational facilities. . 
The levy would require a simple 
majority vote for approval. 

Patrol Bill Passed. 

The House also voted an in- 
crease in authorized strength. of 
the Missouri. State’ Highway 
Patrol, from 320 officers to 450 
with a provision that at least 16 
patrolmen be Negroes. Another 
bill, also appreved, provided fos | 
one lieutenant colonel in the 
patrol and an increase in the 
number of majors from one to 
five. 

The House approved*a bill re- 
quiring employers with more 
than five employes to carry state 
workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance.

ers as those with more than five | 
workers. | 

Previously, major employers | 
were those with more than 10 
employes. The measure, _ in- 
dorsed by labor groups, ate | 


directed particuiarly at outstate 
employers on “spot” jobs. With 
the exception of certain fields 
involving hazards. minor em- 
ployers are not required to carry 
workmawt’s compensation. 

The House defeated a move to. 
grant members of the State. 
Board of Rehabilitation salaries 
of $3600 annually, after it was 
pointed out that the board is 
composed of members of the 
State Industrial Commision, who | 
receive $7500 annually, and the 
director of workman’s compensa- 
tion, who is paid $5400 a year. 

A bill outjining safety regula- | 
tions for steam boilers was ap- | 
proved. The measure would set. 
up a six-man board to enforce | 
safety regulations. 

Grand Jury Bill. | 

A bill which would authorize 
extension of the terms of circuit 
court grand juries beyond the 
term of court in which they 
were convened was introduced 
by Representatives John Sartori- 
us and Paul “Berra, St. Loujs 
Democrats.

WASHINGTON, March 10 
(AP)— A Governmént-sponsored 
committee is urging repeal of 
laws that maké it legal under 
the anti-trust statutes for manu- 


facturérs “to. fix retail prices for 
their products. 

This step, proposed in a re- 
port by a 60-member committee 
set up in 1953 by Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr., would }: 
open the way for merchants to | 
sell nationally advertised, brand- 
name goods at cut rates. 

The report will be made pub- 
lic March 31. 

In somewhat vague terms ule 
recommends “appropriate ae. 
lation to prohibit . . . union ef- 
forts at outright market control” 
to the extent that they are not 
effectively curbed by the anti- 
trust or Taft-Hartléy labor laws. 
It does not propose specifical- 
ly that unions be made subject 
to the anti-trust statutes, al- 
though it says some activities of 


our national anti-trust policy.” 

The report mentions cases 
which it says indicate that “some 
unions have engaged in~ some 
practices aimed directly at com- 
mercial market restraints by fix- 
ing the kind or amount of prod- 
ucts which may be sold in any | 
area, or their market price.”

3. Increase the pay of deputy 
election commissioners, who 
check election violation com- 
plaints, from $5 to $10 a day.

in the City of St. Louis. 

. The fourth measure would in- 
crease the number of permanent 
employes of the County Elec- 
tion Board from eight to 23 and 
raise their pay. The board now 
has six permanent clerks receiv- 
ing $3000 annually and two chief 
clerks, who are paid $4500 each, 
Davidson said. 

Under the bill, chief clerks 
would receive $5400.

State Dept. Won’t Comment on 
‘Imminence’ of War. 

WASHINGTON, March 10 
(AP)—The State Department 
describes as “speculation” re- 
ports that United States military 
officials in the Far East have 
sent warnings that war is immi- 
nent. 

Henry Suydam, department 
press officer, was asked yester- 
day if the department had re- 
ceived any such word. He 
replied: 

“I can’t comment on specula- 
tion of that kind.” 

He did cite to reporters this 
portion of Tuesday night’s radio- 
television speech by Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles. 

“For military defense we shall 
rely largely upon mobile Allied 
power which can strike an ag- 
gressor wherever the occasion 
may demand. That capacity will, 
we believe, deter aggression.” 

Suydam said that left “no 
ambiguity” about whether Dulles 
expects armed aggression from 
the. Chinese Reds. Asked spe- 
cifically whether it means Dulles 
does not expect war, Suydam 
said he could not comment 
further, but he left the im- 
pression that is what Dulles 
meant. 

“Who said that?” was the only 
response reporters got when 
Dulles himself was asked about 
the warning reports as he left a 
White House conference with 
President Eisenhower. The re- 
ports that such warnings had 
been received were attributed 
only to informed sources.

“You don’t 
accomplish much with rat control in slum areas,” 
Dr. Smith said.

it. For years the division seemed to feel that 
rat control was either unimportant or a lost 


cause. Only when the public was aroused by — 
rodent invasions did the Health Division offer 


the rat control law of 1946. It was supposed to 
be the last word. 

At that time, however, some national rat con- 
trol authorities warned that a rat proofing ordi- 
nance was not enough, and all the sanitation 
ordinances together were not enough. Because 


of the ugly fact that rats live with people, and . 


not in slums alone, the people had to be led into 
fullest co-operation in rat control. 

The sanitation laws are good enough if en- 
forced, but beyond that health officers have to 
be leaders and salesmnen as well as technicians. 
And persistence is essential. Rat control meas- 
ures must be repeated and continued, for in this 
total war rats never surrender. 

Now Mrs. Brungard’s statement indicates that 
the Health Division is reviewing its entire effort, 
and taking the public into account. Her program 
includes an educational campaign first of all. 

The rat control tactics would be based on a 
pilot project now under way in an area of 83 
blocks. The strategy would call for attacks 
concentrated in large areas. Residents should 
be called upon to back up Health Division shock 
troops as they move in. 

A public health agency makes no sense when 
it blames the public for failures. By this time 
St. Louis should be ready and eager once more 
to help fight rats, but the generalship has to 
come from the Health Division.

‘All I Said Was —’ 

The fact that the stock market lost three 
billion dollars in paper values on the same day 
that Prof. J. K. Galbraith testified before the 
Fulbright committee was bound to provoke 
comment. Sure enough, some brokers blamed 
the break on the professor. He had been testify- 
ing that an unrestrained stock boom holds some 
dangers, and he had urged that margin require- 
ments be increased. To some brokers such 
advice is the next thing to un-American activity. 
So it was natural that they should hol Mr. 
Galbraith responsible for the day’s market 
quotations. 

It is pleasant to note that the head of the 
world’s largest brokerage firm, testifying before 
the Fulbright group, magnanimously absolves 
the professor of having had any serious effect 
on the market. But whatever happened to the 
old stereotype, widely entertained in business 
circles, that a college professor is by definition 

an amusingly impractical theorist to be regarded 
with good-natured contempt? 

When a Harvard economist can even be sus- 
pected of knocking three billion dollars off the 
stock market with a few well-chosen words, the 
academic profession has arrived at a new pinna- 
cle of power and importance. 
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Among Those Present 

By announcement of White House Press Secre- 
tary Hagerty there is to be no more listing of 
the names of the guests invited to President 
Eisenhower’s stag dinners. It is interesting to 
know, however, that shortly before the listing 
service was suspended, David Lawrence’s U.S. 
News & World Report tabulated the occupations 
of the 525 men who were guests at 38 dinners 
held up to that time. Here is its breakdown: 

294 Business men. . 
81 Administration officials. 
51 Publishers, editors, writers. 
23 Republican party leaders. 
18 Scientists, artists, sportsmen. 
16 Friends from military days. 
10 Heads ‘of foundations or charities. 
9 Farmers. and farm leaders. 
8 Unign officials. 
6 Church leaders. 
5 Eisenhower relatives. 
4 State and local officials. 

Mr. Lawrence's weekly did more than present 
this tabulafion. It also showed that the 294 
business men were about 56 per cent of the 
total. Thus business men constituted a majority 
over all other categories combined. 

A grouping of the 525 guests by states showed 
seven states without representation. They were: 
Arizona, Idaho, Kentucky, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Utah. and West Virginia. Quite a few 
states had only one guest, as for example, Wis- 
consin, Arkansas, Maine and Oregon. New York, 
with 157, held a long lead in the state categories, 
as no other state was even close. Illinois rated 
23 guests and Missouri 11, nearly all of them 
St. Louis business men or industrialists. 

It is the President’s privilege to invite whom 
he likes to dine with him and no one would have 
it otherwise. Many newspaper readers, however, 
will regret the decision no longer to release the 
lists. These readers will also find the U.S. News 
& World Report summaries more than a little 
informative. 
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Taps From a Steamboat Whistle 
Almost anybody more than 30 years old under- 
stands why a steam locomotive whistle was a 
thing of beauty, echoing still in the memory of 
several generations. Now what of the river steam- 
boat whistle? There do not seem to be enough 
old-enough old timers to remember them. But at 
80 years, Lyman Hanes of Minneapolis is one. 
Mr. Hanes was a boy on the banks of the Ohio 
when he first heard the packet Katie Stockdale 
whistle ‘round the bend. Legend was that the 
packet’s whistle was the only thing salvaged 
from a steamer that went down in the Missouri 
river more than a century ago. And as a man, 
remembering still, Mr. Hanes set out to discover 
what had become of the Katie Stockdale’s whistle. 
He has found it. The whistle is on the boiler 
house of a factory at New Martinsville, W. Va. 
And a sympathetic factory management did some 
research on steamboat signals, and made a re- 
cording with the factory’ whistle playing the 
score, all this for Mr. Hanes2So the Katie Stock- 
dale’s voice is now back on its regular job, order- 
ing a change of shifts.

Now that Majority Leader Johnson of Texas 
is back on the job, he will do well to call up the 
Harlan nomination with utmost dispatch. If 
the Republican Senate had done its work last 
year on this score, Judge Harlan would have 
been confirmed last November—the month after 
his appointment. 

For Wednesday’s approval in the Judiciary 
Committee, the White House owes Senator Hen- 
nings a debt of gratitude. Missouri’s senior 
Senator insisted that there be no more delay in 
committee. Thanks to him the committee agreed | 
to stay in session Wednesday until it voted on 
the appointment. Hence the 10-to-4 approval. 

Wonder if anyone around the White House 
will tell the President how the favorable vote 
on his second Supreme Court appointment was 
obtained? 
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What $1.15 Buys. 

Extension of the St. Louis school tax rate of 
$1.15 for another year is absolutely necessary. 
The difference between that rate and the 89-cent 
levy that the School Board can order without a 
vote of the people produces well over $4,000,000. 
That is not a large sum as money is counted in 
this day and age. But it now buys the school 
system its health and hygiene services, its sum-’ 
mer playgrounds, its junior college, its audio- 
visual program and its kindergarten. It also pro- 


vides part of the salary paid to teachers and . 


other employes. Next year it will permit a start 
toward improvement of the employes’ retirement 
system, and a reduction in the size of classes. 
Friends of the schools can make sure that the 
money will be there when it is needed by going 
to the polls Friday and voting for the levy. 


A Conviction or the Truth? 

With logic that does not go far enough, At- 
torney General Brownell is asking Congress for 
legislation which would make a man guilty of 
perjury as soon as it was shown that he had 
made two contradictory statements under oath 
in court or before a congressional committee. 

Both statements cannot be trué, argues the 
Attorney General; so the witness has committed 
perjury on one occasion or the other. Q. E. D. 
The law as it stands requires the prosecution to 
show on which occasion the false testimony was 
given. But this, says Mr. Brownell, is just a 
nuisance and a waste of time. 

No doubt it is, so far as conviction of the 
perjurer is concerned. But he is not the only one 
concerned. What of the individual about whom 
he gave the contradictory evidence, evidence 
purporting at one time that the accused is guilty 
and at another that he may be innocent? Is it to 
be left to the victim to show as best he may 
when the false testimony was. given? What of 
the responsibility of the Government in those 
cases in which it first called the pexsjurer to the 
witness stand? 

Is Mr. Brownell willing to let a conviction 
stand when it is clouded by such testimony—or 
perhaps could not have been obtained without 
“it? Is the victim, who-perhaps already has been 
put to considerable legal expense, new to be 
under the further burden of proving that lies 
were told about him? $ 

Getting down to the central point: What is it 
that the Attorney General really wants: Just a 
perjury conviction or the truth? Is his office no 
longer to be known as 
Justice? 
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The flounderings-about by officialdom in the 


St. Louis County courthouse over the assess- 


ment problem are incongruous enough for first- 
class comedy. But this is serious business. 

From the moment the Missouri Tax Commis- 
sion announced that it intended lifting the over- 
all level of real estate valuations in the county, 
the elected officials at Clayton have been-stall- 
ing, ducking and trying desperately to pass the 
buck. Indeed, by falling back on the nonsense 
that they had not had “official” notice, they 
attempted to pretend that this whole business 
did not even exist. . 

But it now develops that Assessor Deuser, a 
Republican fixture who is halfway through his 
fourth consecutive. four-year term, knew all 
about the Tax Commission’s general intentions 
as far back as last Dec. 10. 

Whether he communicated this vital intelli- 
gence to any of his cronies on the elective plane 
of county government is a question. There is, 
however, no question about his own reaction 
to it. He did nothing. Maybe he hoped the 
problem would go away. And judging from the 
part Supervisor Matthews has been playing in 
this little drama, he too has been hoping right 
along with Mr. Deuser. 

Several things are now becoming clear about 
real estate assessments in St. Louis county. One 
is that they are not fair and equitable, otherwise 
there would be no difficulty in complying with 
the Tax Commission’s order. Another is that 
the county is in desperate need of reassessment. 

Sheriff Mosley’s dandy little barbecue blew 
the lid off the unhappy state of law enforcement 
in St. Louis county, and the Tax Commission 
unwittingly has done the same with respect to 
assessments. The people took law enforcement 
out of the political arena, and they ought to take 
steps to do the same with assessments. Inequity 
in this area fs a, pocketbook question so action 
ought to be swift. 3 

Meantime, there remains the problem of com- 
plying with the Tax Commission’s order. This 
is a good place for Supervisor Matthews to do 
some supervising.

Radiator Enclosures. 
S we said last week, when 
A ive radiator was first if- 
vented, people were so glad 
to have it that they didn’t mind 
the way it looked, In fact, the 
bigger a uglier the radiator, 
the better, Times have changed 
and now people don’t think ra- 
diators are quite so pretty—in 
fact, they cover them up with 
radiator enclosures. 
Now there isn’t a thing wrong 
it allows the radiator to do 
what it is supposed to do which 
is to heat the room. 
Unfortunately, many erficlo- 
oy are not properly designed 
they keep a good deal of 
heat given off from the ra- 
tor from.ever getting into 
the room and doing any real 


gooa. 

If a radiator enclosure is 
properly designed there will be 
enough space at the base to al- 
low the cold air that flows 
across the floor to enter into 
the space between the radiator 
and the enclosure. The air will 
then start to become warm and 
as it does it will rise up along 
the radiator picking up heat as 
it does. The heatéd air will 
-flaw out through the openings 
at the top of the enclosure and 
this movement will pull more 
cool air in at the base of the 
enclosure. 

Most enclosures do have suf- 
ficient openings at the top but 
unless the opening at the base 
amounts to about 80 per cént 


of the opening at the top, there - 


won't be enough air reaching 
the enclosure and you won't get 
mutch heat. 

If the openings on the enclo- 
sure are covered with wire 
screening, be sure that th 

screening is clean for if eoate 
with dust it will prevent the 
free flow o of air.

A Classic Role as Captain of the Caine

F he had followed his father’s 

wish instead of his mother’s 

dream, Lloyd Nolan today 
would have been more inter- 
ested in footwear than foot- 
lights. But he's not at all sure 
he would have been as success- 
ful 


“My dad was pretty disap- 
pointed when I didr.’t follow him 
into the shoe manufacturing busi- 
ness,” the brown-eyed, balding 
actor said. “But I doubt if I 
would have been much of a busi- 
ness man. 

“‘Whatever flair I might have 
for acting I must have inherited 
from my mother, who had always 
wanted to go on the stage. Back 
in her day, though, acting wasn’t 
always considered respectable 
for a woman, so with her it re- 
mained just a dream.” 

On the trail of that dream, 
Lloyd went in for speech con- 
tests — winning his share — and 
dramatics both in grade school 
and prep school in his native 
San Francisco. When he won the 
lead in the senior-class play 
while he was still a freshman, 
he decided his star was set and 
the shoe business went out the 
window. 

Authorities at Stanford Uni- 
versity, where he took a pre-law 
course witfiout undue enthusi- 
asm, got the idea, too. In fact, 
no less a Stanfordite than the 
late President Ray Lyman Wil- 
bur summoned Nolan into his 
office and said: “Lloyd, you get 
excellent grades in the courses 
you don’t have to take, and you 
flunk the others. Now, you're a 
good actor. If you want to be on 
the stage, go act.” 


him from Palo Alto to Pasa- 

dena as he deserted the Stan- 
ford. campus for the famed play- 
house, appearing in more than 
20 roles during the single year 
he was there. 

But the pay dirt was on 
Broadway, so he headed there 
to begin a colorful career of 
stage plays, movies and tele- 
vision. His varied list of roles 
has ranged from virtue to vil- 
lany, but is a little heavy on 
the detective side, with 39 weeks 
as television’s Martin Kane. 

‘ Now, having grilled many a 
suspect on stage, he finds him- 
self on the other side of the 
fence, squirming in the witness 
chair as Captain Queeg of “The 
Caine Mutiny Court-Martial.” 
It is one of Nolan’s finest roles, 
and he has won wide acclaim 
from the critics for his perform- 
ance. The play, from Herman 
Wouk’s best-seller, “The Caine 
Mutiny,” continues through Sat- 
urday at the American Theater. 

“Even though the captain has 
been a tyrant, and even though 
the audience sees him break 
down on the stand and become 
incoherent, it’s a wonderful role, 
and strangely enough a sympa- 
thetic role,” Nolan said. “I 
think it will ‘be a classic acting 
exercise for years to come.” 

Nolan played the captain’s 
role during a 52-week stay on 
Broadway and latér in Chicagé, 
but he prefers the shorter runs. 
They keep the actors awake. 

“You settle down to a long 
run and a role becomes rote,” 
he said. “You can almost go 
to sleep and your mind can 
wander completely away from 
the show. But give an actor a 
fresh audience in a fresh city, 
and he’s wide awake, anxious 
to give his best. There’s an 
electricity generated between 
the cast and the audience.”

startled on one occasion when 


one actor asked a question the

“Somehow, from somewhere, 
I picked out a line that was 
coming up a couple of speeches 
later and threw it in,” he said. 
“There wasn’t any answer to his 
question and I didn’t know what 
to say at first.

track and the show went on:-” 

With one witness following an- 
other on stage, the only other 
unexpected occurrence didn’t 
disturb the action Of the play.

“IT had a bad time with the 
role at first because I have to 
turn my head constantly from 
one side to the other—just like 
following a tennis game,” Nolan 
said.
